with a recommendation for, mercy, 
for the murder of his wife here sev- 
eral weeks ago. The ve.dict carries a 
penalty of life imprisonment. 

The jury returned the verdict after 
approximately six hours’ deliberation. 

Carter also had been indicted for 
the hatcher murder of his son, Lee, 
and the killing of Ben Whitehead, his 
negro servant. 

Fifteen special deputies were in the 
courtroom when the verdict was read 
to prevent any possible demonstration. 

The jury reported to the court 
Tuesday night that it was unable to 
reach an agreement and it was 
learned Wednesday that it stood then 
unanimous for conviction but divided 
on the mercy clause, 

Circuit Judge W. J. Barker granted 
a motion of W. I). Bell. chief defense 
counsel, allowing 15 cays for Bell 
and his associates to file an applica- 
tion for a new trial. 

Bell and State Attorney Grady 
Burton went into a con:erence to dis- 
cuss bail for Carver. He ‘:as been at 
liberty since shortly after the killing 
on April 2 on bond of $15,000, only 
$10,000 of which was operative. Bur- 
ton said he would insist on a sub- 
stantial: addition to the bail already 
posted, 

The state’s attorney said soon after 
the verdict that the indictments for 
the killing of Carver's son and the 
negro servant .would be held in abey- 
ance pending the outcome of Carver's 
plea for a new trial. 

The state has contended Carver 
killed his wife with » hatchet on the 
afternoon of April 2, while she slept. 
One of the principal motives cited by 
the state was a $10,000 double in- 
demnity life insurance policy on the 
life of Mrs. Carver, taken out about 
four months before she was killed. 
Carver and his two children were the 
beneficiaries. 

The defense maintained that White- 
head, discovered as he was robbing 
the Carver-home, had hacked the 
woman and infant to death, and that 
Carver shot and killed the negro when 
he was awakened from a nap by his 
wife’s screams, 

Among the witnesses for the de- 
fense, who have stayed close to the 
defendant during the trial, were Mrs. 
Carvers mother and brother. 


Bootlegging Blamed 
For Chicago Crime 


CHICAGO, May 21.—(£)—Colone] 
Robert Isham Randolph, president of 
the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce, believes the liquor _ traffic 
largely responsible for Chicago crime. 

Addressing the National Safety 
Council last night, Colonel Randolph, 
who heads the “secret six committee” 
organized to fight erime. said. “What- 
ever may be thought of the Volstead 
act, responsibility for crime here can 
be traced to illicit liquor traffic. 

“Beer costs $2 a barrel to produce,” 
he said, “and sells for $60. Alcohol 
costs 40 cents a gallon to cook and 
they get $12 for it. Enormous profits 
there. And the paying of enormous 
graft to somebody goes with it. Illicit 
liquor couldn’t be distributed other- 
wise. We can’t cope with crime as 
long as this source of bootlegging prof- 
its exists,”

The charge followed receipt of a 
communication from Hamilton in 
which he asked $50,000 for his stock 
in the team for which he paid $15,000. 
The mayor wrote President Martin, of 
the league, appealing for co-operation 
in keeping the franchise here, and as- 
serted that many businessmen had ex- 
pressed the opinion that Hamilton had 
no intention of keeping the franchise 
here under his own name when he 
purchased controlling stock. 


MAYOR PLANS FIGHT. 


The mayor delivered an ultimatum 
to Hamilton in a telegram which he 
sent to Nashville, where the Bears 
were playing today. He told the man- 
ager that he would resist efforts to 
transfer the franchise to Knoxville. 
Hamilton’s letter gave $50,000 as the 
price for the club interest which he 
has and gave May 27 as time for the 


' transfer to businessmen. 


“However, if you are unable to 
make arrangements to purchase 
my stock I will be forced to make 
further efforts to transfer the 
ball club to Knoxville,” said Ham- 
ilton in the letter addressed to 
the mayor, 

Attention of Hamilton was called 
to the conference he had with Mayor 
Hartwell before his departure recent- 
ly. Commenting on the latest letter, 


| the mayor said in his answer to Ham- 
'ilton:

Hamilton Failed 


'At Nashville.

NEW YORK, May 21.—(@)—A 
man who pounded a beat back in 1896 
today cormands the 18,000 officers 


and men of New York's police de- 
partment. 

Edward P. Mulrooney, 55 years old, 
who succeeds Grover A. Whalen as 
police commissioner joined the de- 
partment as a patrolman when he was 
21 years old and the late Theodgre 
Roosevelt was commissioner. 

Fighting river pirates along the 
water front, aiding in rescue work at 
the burning of the excursion boat Slo- 
cum, directing the handling of the 
swarming throngs at the Dem psey- 
Firpo fight and_ trailing crooks 
through the underworld have been 
part of the career of the new police 
commissioner. 

Before taking his oath of office, he 
retired today from the police depart- 
ment as an assistant chief inspector 
and was sworn in as a civilian. 

Mulrooney is described by associates 
in the department as “every inch a 
cop” and is known by the men under 
him as a strict disciplinarian. He 1s 
the second man from the ranks to be- 


come commissioner. Richard E. En- 
right was a lieutenant when appoint- 
ed a commissioner by Mayor John F. 
Hylan. 

His father, an immigrant from Ire- 
land, was a river pilot. The new po- 
lice: commissioner was raised on Low- 
er Manhattan and educated in the 
public schools. At 17 he went on the 
river with his father and obtained a 
pilot’s license. 

Answering an advertisement by Po- 
lice Commissioner Roosevelt for po- 
licemen he deserted the river for the 
sidewalks of New York. He pound- 
ed a beat for nine years before he 
was made a sergeant. In 1915 he be- 
came a lieutenant and 10 years later 
was promoted to a captaincy. 

From then on his rise in the de- 
partment was rapid. In 1926 Com- 
missioner McLaughlin made him a 
deputy inspector and the next year he 
became an inspector. 

When Commissioner Joseph A. 
Warren took office he placed Mul- 
rooney in charge of the most Im- 
portant inspection listrict In the city,

penal provision of the prohibition law. 
The bill reached the White House 
late today. . 

Shafer contends that any agent 
who has made an illegal search: and 
seizure should be discharged under 
this provision. - He pointed out that 
it is not necessary for the agent to 
have actually been convicted 
violation of the Volstead act, but 
merely to be found by the attorney 
general to have violated ‘any penal 
provision. 

The prohibition transfer is the only 
measure on the Hoover-Wickersham 
dry law enforcement program to pass, 
despite the president’s repeated re- 
quests for*enactment of the whole 
program at this session. Congres- 
sionak leaders do not believe now the 
other drastic proposals can be passed, 
but it is possible some of them might 
be squeezed through in the final days. 

Belief has been general that the 
present treasury prohibition commis- 
sioner, Dr. James M. Doran, will not 
continue as justice enforcement chief, 
and the search is on now for a suc- 
cessor. 

A plan has just begn worked out by 
government and congressional leaders 
for a smooth transfer on the day set 
in the act. Machinery for this was 
provided by an eleventh-hour amend- 
ment to the bill directing the attor- 


tary immediately after the act is 
signed to create an “enforcement di- 
vision” in the tréasury bureau of pro- 
hibition.
